All of us have found one very 
im portant thing to be true about 
the people we have met during 
our travels. This is that every­ 
one never stops giving, bending 
over 
backwards, 
putting 
them­ 
selves out. 


They are so anxious for us to 
learn about their country and to 
help others at 
home 
to 
under­ 
stand and know them. No one 
could be treated better than we 
have been treated. 
We 
have been 
having 
many 
amusing 
experiences. 
Our 
first 
day we plunged right into the 
celebrated Japanese 
bath. 
As a 
m atter of fact, we rather overdid 
the entire thing. 
It happened that our first night 
in Japan was spent at Hakone, 
which is a hot spring resort. We 
stayed at a beautiful Japanese ho­ 
tel with darling rooms complete­ 
ly Japanese. As soon as we ar­ 
rived we were served tea a n d 
cakes on our lacquered table in 
the center of the room. 
We sat around on pillows and 
looked out the large window that 
covered the entire side of o n e 
wall. The green tea is very bit­ 
ter. and 
the 
cakes are 
v e r y 
strange, but we were excited and 
so we ate them. 
We decided before dinner that 
we would take one of the "priv­ 
a te” baths and change into our 
yukata. a sum m er kimono. When 
I say "private” I mean a bath 
for a small group instead of a 
large one. 


Private Bath 
In Japan the bath is a very im­ 
portant tradition. The first thing 
you do is to wash completely out­ 
side the bath. The floor here was 
of tile and there w ere w ater out­ 
lets all around the room. You sit 
on a little wooden stool and use 
a small bowl for water. Then after 
you are completely* clean, you can 
get into the bath and soak. 
However, this bath was so hot 
that we couldn't even slick our 
foot ioto it. Jo T o Rosin tried and 
about burnt her leg off. But we 
felt pretty d ea n 
so decided 
to 
skip the soaking, figuring that the 
Japanese really have a capacity 
for 
heat 
endurance 
Later 
we 
found that the bath can be regu­ 
lated. 
Public Bath 
The next 
m orning 
we 
w e r e 
Awakened at 6:30 a m. Dr. Kano- 
ko. one of the Lion s Club mem­ 
b e rs w ith j s . decided that we just 
could not pass up the experience 
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of the "public" bath. At 6:30 a. 
m. most of us felt that we could 
pass it up. but about ten minutes 
later four of us finally managed 
to get down to the bath, still feel­ 
ing pretty clean from the bath the 
night before. 


This bath was large enough for 
about 20 women. It had windows 
one o n e side that opened onto a 
forest. There was a door leading 
outside and although the four of 
us didn’t try it, we were pretty 
certain that it led to the co-ed 
bath. 


After breakfast we left by bus 
for Atami, called the Riviera of 
Japan, via Lake Hakone. We got 
to Atami about 2 p.m. and be­ 
cause we had about three hours 
before we were to catch the train 
for Nagoya, we went to rest at 
a hotel. By the way. the Jap an ­ 
ese are great ones for resting. 
Still Another 
In Atami we had tea and ice 
cream and . . . another bath. This 
time we went on top of the roof 
of the hotel where we had a beau­ 
tiful view of Atami and the train 
that ran up on the nearby m oun­ 
tain had a beautiful view of us. 
Actually the bath was pretty well 
hidden by irosied glass, but when 
someone on 
the 
train 
waved 
. . ! 
From Atami we took the elec­ 
tric train to Nagoya. Traveling on 
a train in Japan is quite an un- 
forgetable experience. In the first 
place, Japanese trains are am ong 
the world's most efficient. T h e 
secret of this is that they travel 
very fast and when they stop in 
a station, it is for one minute. 
When 1 say one minute, I mean 
exactly one minute. Just try and 
picture a group of 13 students. 9 
of them girls, and imagine the 
luggage they could have. We have 
enough for a group four tim es 
our size. 
What we did was to begin tak­ 
ing the luggage down from the 
racks about 10 minutes before we 
got into a station. Then we would 
open all the windows and the girls 
would get close to the door ready 
to jump out with our small lug­ 
gage. 
Become Trained 
At the same time the boys were 
getting ready to throw ^ the lug­ 
gage out of the train window as 
soon as the train stopped. We got 
off and on trains several times 
during our trip to Kobe, our ul­ 
tim ate destination. and each stop 
helped us develop a real system. 
When we finally did get on the 
trains and w ere settled, we began 
eating. There is everything from 
an entire meal in a box to eat 
down to beer and peanuts. Con­ 
stantly, 
vendors 
are 
traveling 
through the ca r selling all sorts 
of foods, and when we stopped in 
a station there were vendors wait­ 
ing to sell something through the 
window. 
By the time we reached Kyoto 
we were stuffed from eating or 
drinking tangerines, tea. ice cof­ 
fee. peanuts, fish cakes, given to 
us by a man across the aisle, and 
candy. 
As soon as we reached our hotel 
in Kyoto we had a small dinner, 
though we 
wondered 
why. 
and 
then, of course, a bath. This par­ 
ticular day we had traveled about 
150 miles by bus. train, and car, 
and had had three baths.

The supervisors instructed the countv adm inistrative offi­ 
cer to fu rth er investigate the county's civil defense situation as 
D w yer is reflected in it, report hack, th en a decision on the 


officers fu tu re status will be m ade. 


W ithout one w ord in defense of D w y er-if there is one— 
reasonably consider th e position of the Board of Supervisors. It 
has heard of Dwyer's statem ent that citizens should protect 
them selves w ith arm s against evacuees. It has heard th at he 
said he w anted nam es of everyone saying unpleasant things 
about civil defense a n d that he would ru n a loyalty check on 
those persons. 


T he supervisors have indicated th ey deplore such rem arks 
—to such an extent th a t they ordered D w yer to keep his m outh 
shut on civil defense m atters until th ey can check out the 
stories. 


T hat check is underw ay now , and if it proves the state­ 
m ents w ere m ade, th e supervisors can b e expected to “can the 
guy." 


B ut it is only pro p er th a t such a check be m ade first.

Chronicle,

weekly published in New York. 
Turnover Increased 
M ay analyzed the portfolio op­ 
erations of 88 investm ent compa­ 
nies during the June quarter. He 
found it showed increases in turn­ 
over. and in net buying of com 
mon stocks by these companies, 
which have a total of $15.7 bil­ 
lion in net assets. 
The exchange, h e noted, showed 
a decline in volum e in this per­ 
iod, but the transactions by the 
investm ent 
com panies 
showed 
about a 10 per cent increase over 
the preceding quarter, compared 
with a 63 per cent increase dur­ 
ing the first quarter.

industry has yet to em erge from 
the recession and badly needs a 
transfusion

Ju n e quarter earnings w ere the

the Value 
Line 
Survey reported, and a third of 
the leading carriers have “ unsat 
isfactory current 
financial 
posi­ 
tions."

the current strong

trial recovery, however, lies the 
hope of increased carkMtdings and 
profits just ahead.

Anti-Welfare 
Feeling Increases

"It is hard enough for a wage 
earner to support himself and his 


family alone 
without 
supporting 
the growing number of people on 


welfare." 
The speaker was Oregon Gov. 
Mark Hatfield. His rem ark may 
s u m up in attitude towards wel­ 
fare costs which is gaining sup­ 
porters through the nation. 
But com pared to the vast cost 
of the nation’s w elfare program s, 
there has been little action taken 
to ease 
the wage 
earner’s tax 
burden. 
The s u b j e c t of welfare pay­ 
ments 
got 
wide 
attention 
this 
summer 
when officials of New­ 
burgh, N.Y.. revealed a plan to 
tighten relief standards. 
A debate boiled over whether 
the Newburgh officials could car­ 
ry out their program and the is­ 
sue has been taken to court. United 
Press International surveyed the 
situation in areas faced with simi­ 
lar problem s and found that: 
—There is no national clamor 
for cracking down on suspected 
relief cheats. 
—Newburgh does 
not have 
a 
monopoly on the problems or on 
at least one of the suggested rem ­ 
edies. 
High Cost of Welfare 
N ewburgh's city manager. Jo ­ 
seph 
McD. 
M itchell, 
said 
his 
city’s relief rolls account for 5 
per cen t of the population and 
cost th e municipal government $1 
million yearly, leaving $2 million 
for o ther expenses. 
He authored a plan that, among 
other things would: 
—R equire able-bodied 
men on 
relief to work 40 hours a week 
for the city. 
—Banish from the welfare rolls 
unwed m others if they have any 
more illegitim ate children. 
The 
proposal 
to 
take 
action 
against unwed m others has not 
found as much support in the na 
tion as the w ork plan. 


One official, John A. Bellew, di­ 
rector of the public assistance di­ 
vision of the Illinois Public Aid 
Commission, said such a restric­ 
tion 'ju st penalizes a baby for 
the sins of its parents.” 
New Y o r k state officials con­ 
tended that such restrictions vio­ 
late the rules under which federal 
funds 
are 
channeled 
into 
the 
states 
for 
redistribution 
to 
the 
needy. 
The 
federal 
program , 
which was set up during the de- 
preaaion. required all states to ob­ 
serve certain standards. Too wide 
a variance can halt the 
dollar 
flow from Washington. 
Can Control Fraud 
Still, there is room in the rules 
for state and local officials to pa 
trol the relief rolls and stam p out 
fraud. At Oswego, another New 
York town about the size of New­ 
burgh. W e l f a r e Commissioner 
Jam es P. M cGrath said policing 
of the relief rolls saved his city 
$100,000 last year. 
A total of 708 persons were tak­ 
en off the relief rolls last month 
in Cook County. Illinois, because 
they spurned job offers. This, ac­ 
cording to W elfare Director Ray­ 
mond M. Hilliard, saved taxpay­ 
ers $81,000. 
Hilliard said his department has 
been taking such action for years. 
City Councilman John Reading,

Khrushchev Makes Clear

INDIO — California Highway 
Patrolmen will cooperate in t h e 
critical battle to prevent f o r e s t 
fires by vigorously enforcing the 
law which prohibits throwing light­ 
ed materials from vehicles. Com­ 
missioner Bradford M. Crittenden 
said“Persons who discard cigarettes, 
matches or other lighted material 
while they are driving constitute 
a severe menace to California for­ 
ests and fields, which have been 
turned into tinderboxes by the hot, 
dry weather." he said. 
“ Besides specifically prohibiting 
the throwing of any lighted cigar­ 
ette. agar or any other flaming 
or glowing substance from a ve­ 
hicle or upon any roadway,** Cap­ 
tain Lloyd Watson, the Indio Area 
Commander, also called attention 
to the “litter-bug" laws which pro­ 
hibit the dumping, throwing, or 
spilling of trash, refuse, glass, or 
the throwing or depositing of any 
substance likely to injure any per­ 
son. animal or vehicle upon the 
highway. 
Captain Watson stated that the 
Highway Patrol would also con­ 
duct a vigorous campaign against 
these violations in keeping w ith its 
pledge to protect the lives and 
property of individuals using the 
highways and byways of the State 
of California. 


ar.d antiquated regulations, espe 
cially in the milk handling indus­ 
try, where, she said, they date 
from the era of the three-legged 
milking stool.

Discussing “space age" health 
problems. Dr. Thomas Francis 
Jr.* professor of epidemiology at 
Michigan, said astronauts could 
cerry 
along 
disease - causing 
agents which might become estab­ 
lished on other planets and "con­ 
fuse the study of life thereon." 
Conversely, Francis said, there 
is the risk that primitive forms of 
life in space could be returned to 
infect life 011 earth or become 
parasites. 
An industry representative — 
Walker L. Cisler. president of De­ 
troit Edison, minimized the dan­ 
ger of having nuclear electric 
power stations located near large 
population centsrs. 
“ Although there are difficult 
matters associated with nuclear 
power. I am convinced that we 
can learn to live with the atom, 
both safely and well." Cisler said. 
He termed nuclear power stations 
“a completely inside operation." 
with elaborate precautions against 
escaping radiation and no risk of 
bomb-like explosions since the 
triggering mechanism of the bomb 
is lacking. 
The congress was organized by 
public and private groups—the 
University, the American Public 
Health Association, the National 
Sanitation Foundation, the Paper 
Cup and Container Institute, and 
the National Advisory Council of 
the Public Health Service.
